Etters from Cologne of the 4th ad- 
vife, That an Officer belonging to 
the Elector Palatine, having under- 
taken to break the Bridge of Bonn, 
made a large Float of Timber at 

Remagen which lyes on the Rhine above 
Bonn, which being let down the Stream on 
the 2d before day, bore away fome of the 
Boats. The Magiftrates of Cologne tarry’d 


all night on the Key to fee the Succefs, ac- 


company’d by General Hochkirken and moft 
of the Officers of the Garrifon. The Go- 
vernour of Bonn fent a Trumpet to them to 
reclaim the Boats that were torn from the 
Bridge: But they return’d anfwer, That oy 
were not concern’d in nor acquainted wit 
the Enterprize. They write from Liege , 
That they are in a great Confternation there, 
on account of the Proceedings of Count 
Zinzendorf on thé part of the Emperor ; 
and which they pretend are contrary to the 
Cuftoms of the Country and the Conftitu- 
tions of the Empire. He call’'d a Diet to 
meet on the 28th of laft Month, and con- 
ftrain’d,. through his Menaces, the three 
Eftates to affemble on the 29th, notwith- 
ftanding the Prohibitions which the Elector 
of Cologne, Bifhop and Prince of Liege, had 
fent to then from Dinant, and whither he 
conven’d the Diet to meet on tife fame 28th, 
The Count de Zinzendorf would have plac’d 
himfelf in the Epifcopal Chair, or at leaft 
on a Seat which was raisd on Steps, but 
was oblig’d to defift, the Chapter refufing to 
confent to it. There were prefent but part 
of the Chapter, Four Gentlemen for the 
Nobility, and One from Vifet for the third 
Eftate. They add in thefe Letters, That 
they doubt not but the Diet at Dinant will 
be more numerous. Mean time part of the 
Country will be oblig’d by force to raife the 
Sums demanded by the Count de Zinzendorf, 
to repair the Citadels, to raife and maintain 
‘ two Battallions, and other Charges. We have 
receiv'd Advice, That the Landgrave of Hefle 
Caffel arriv'd on the 23d of laft Month, with 
a confiderable Body of Troops, and 20 Pieces 
of Cannon, in the little Town of St. Goar, 
near the Caftle of Rhinfeld, in which the 
Emperor, con to the Tenour of the 
Treaty of Ryfwick, kept a Garrifon of 500 
Men ; the Landgrave order’d his Grenadiers 
to poffefs themfelves of a Redoubt that hin- 


der’d their approach to the Caftle, which 
was executed ; then he Summon’d the Go- 
vernour to Surrender,and on his refufal,made 
the meson Difpofitions to attack him ; u 

on which the Governour found himfelf 6b. 
lig’'d to come toa Treaty, by which it was

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dec. 12. 
Cologne , Dec. 8. The Eledor Palatine has 
beftowed a reward of 1000 Crowns on the 
Perfon that contrived the manner of break- 
ing the Bridge of Bonn ; and has given him 
all the Timber of which the Float was made 
wherewith he executed his Defign. Mon- 
fieur d’Allegre who commands in Bonn, fent 
a Trumpeter to this City to demand the 
Boats that were broken off from the Bridge 
and carried down the River to be reftor'd to 
him ; but our — excus’d themfelves, 
alledging they had no part in that bufinefs : 
the faid Governour of Bonn has forborn to 
repair the Bridge , having had Advice that 
there is another Float much larger than the 
other getting ready about Coblentz ; bur 
keeps only two Flying Bridges to maintain 
a Communication with the Fort that ftands 
on the other fide of the Rhine over againft 
Bonn; According to the Report of fome De- 
ferters, the Confederates might have made 
themfelves Matters of that Fort infallibly, 
had they attack’d it juft when the Bridge 
was broken, becaufe the Garrifon was at that 
time very weak. “Tis uncertain ftill whether 
the Allies will make an attempt upon Bonn 
this Winter ; but in the mean time there are 
feveral Thoufand Men of Regular Troops 
and Militia canton’d in the circumjacent 
Towns and Villages to curb that Garrifon.
